grocer’s. In a number of households 
that I know, it is the routine to treat 
tiles in bathrooms and kitchens in 
this way at least once a month. 

Question—I have a leather cov¬ 
ered chair. On the edges, the leath¬ 
er is beginning to look dry. What 
can I use to keep it from drying out? 

Answer—There is a preparation 
on the market that is intended for 
that purpose; you should be able to 
get it at a leather store. It is widely 
used for preserving leather book 
bindings; you might get it at a 
book store. Your local public library 
may have it. Otherwise, wipe the 
leather with a half and half mix¬ 
ture of castor oil and pure neats- 
foot oil; after a little time for soak¬ 
ing in, wipe the leather dry. This 
preservative will work better on 
wet leather than on dry; so before 
applying, go over the leather with 
a wet cloth. For a glossy finish, 
wipe the leather when dry with 
beaten white of egg.

scrubbed, but that floor still 
looks soiled. As dirt on a tile floor 
does not soak in, but remains on 
the surface, scouring will take it 
oil. So when I hear of a white tile 
floor that cannot be cleaned, I know 
the reason; that the tip is of a low 
quality and that the grayish look is 
from dark particles actually in the 
tile. There is no remedy for this 
short of the replacement of the floor. 
High quality floor tiles contain no 
dark particles, which is one of the 
reasons for the quality. Quality 
drops when the materials of which 
tiles are made are less carefully 
selected. 

Rubbing with steel wool will show 
whether or not it is surface dirt 
that gives a grayish look to a floor. 
This will take off dirt to the bare 
tile, and if a gray tone remains, 
nothing more can be done. 

There is little difference in the 
wearing qualities of low grade and 
high grade white floor tile; one will 
last as long as the other. It is the 
clearness of the white tones that 
makes the difference. One rem¬ 
edy, as I have said, is to take up

Pasture Changes for Stock 

Animal rotation is as essential as 
crop rotation: that is, animals should 
| not be raised year after year on the 
| same land, any more than the same 
I crop should be grown continuously, 
is an idea advanced by Dr. F. E. 
i Hull, animal pathologist at the agri- 
I cultural experiment station of the 
university of Kentucky. 

To help hold diseases and pests in 
| check, Dr. Hull would change pas¬ 
ture. lots, and ranges at least every 
two years. The land should either be 
| cultivated for two years or other 
j kinds of stock run on it, he says. 
Few diseases and parasites of ani- 
i <rtals pass from one species to another. 

[ This makes it feasible to follow cat¬ 
tle with sheep, hogs, or horses, or so 
[ to rotate the kind of stock that none 
remains on the same land more than 
two years at a time. 

Especially is it wise to have clean 
pasture for young animals, it is point¬ 
ed out. Mares, sows, and ewes should 
be treated for parasites in the fall. 
As soon as the foals, pigs, or lambs 
are born the young and their mothers 
should be placed in fields that have 
not been used by the same species 
of animal for the past two years. 

Manure is the principal carrier of 
the eggs and larvae of internal para¬ 
sites. Where manure is spread in 
fields used by stock, it should be 
plowed under promptly to destroy 1 
eggs and larvae, according to this \ 
Kentucky scientist.

Pittsburgh, Pa. — Cheaper, 
better and m®rc versatile cok¬ 
ing of coal is in prospect as 
the result of live years of fun¬ 
damental research at the Coal 
Research Laboratory of the 
Carnegie Institute of Technolo¬ 
gy here. 

By breaking with traditional 
methods of turning bituminous coal 
into coke, gas, tar and chemicals, 
William B. Warren explained here 
recently to some leading industrial¬ 
ists, it should be possible for coke 
oven operators to decrease cost, 
cut operating time by a third, while 
improving quality and yield oi coke. 

Mr. Warren recommended that 
coal be preconditioned before cok¬ 
ing by warming it to 200-400 degrees 
Centigrade (400-750 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit). This precarbonization treat¬ 
ment could be carried cut in low 
temperature apparatus that is 
much less expensive than the coke 
ovens themselves.

European, American Plan 

When a hotel is operated on the 
European plan the guest pays a 
stipulated amount for his lodging 
only. If he eats at the hotel he 
pays for his meals separately, just 
as if he were eating at an inde¬ 
pendent grill or restaurant. Under 
the American plar the guest pays 
for both lodging and meals at a 
regular rate. In the early history 
of the United States most of the 
inns and hotels were run on the 
American plan, but now there are 
very few hotels operated on this 
plan except in the smaller cities 
and at resorts. The European plan 
prevails in most foreign countries. 
In this country some hotels com¬ 
bine both plans, leaving it to the 
wish of the guest to pay a regulai 
rate for lodging only or for bot> 
lodging and meals.

LESSON TEXT-Exodus 3:1-12. 

GOLDEN TEXT—Come now therefore, 
and I will send thee.—Exodus 3:10. 

PRIMARY TOPIC—How God Answered 
His People’s Prayer. 

JUNIOR TOPIC—A Leader In the Making. 
INTERMEDIATE AND SENIOR TOPIC—

YOUNG PEOPLE AND ADULT TOPIC— 
How God Provides Leaders Today. 

God calls men, commissions and 
uses them to carry out his plans 
and purposes in the earth. What a 
great truth that is and how it glori¬ 
fies the destiny of man to know that 
it is divinely appointed. As Joseph 
Parker beautifully points out, the 
experience of Moses in Midian was 
a direct dealing with God, whereas 
we who may not be able to “see the 
fountain” must “be content to drink 
at the stream,” but should always 
remember that the stream flows 
from that same fountain. 

"Every man should put to himself 
the questions—What is my destiny? 
What does God mean me to be and 
to do in the world? ... It is a 
most pitiful thing that a man should 
read of Moses being divinely called 
... to a special work” and fail 
to realize "that God has a special 
work for every man to do.” Let 
us have a care that we do not “so 
pervert and misinterpret circum¬ 
stances as to press them into a justi¬ 
fication of self-will,” rather than 
recognize them as “destiny which 
is beckoning us to duty.” 

For our instruction and guidance 
we consider then the story of the 
call of this outstanding leader of 
Israel. It presents him as a true 
servant of God—one who was 

I. Personally Equipped. 

While it is a blessed truth that 
God will use any man who sur- | 
renders himself to his control and i 
guidance no matter how limited that j 
man’s ability and training may be, J 
it is also true that, other things be- j 
ing equal, the man with the best i 
equipment will be the most useful 
servant. 

God gave Moses a unique prepara¬ 
tion. He was first of all a Hebrew, 
born among the people that he was i 
to lead. He knew the luxury and | 
all the cultural advantages of the j 
Egyptian court (Acts 7:221, with 
the safeguard of training by his own 
mother as his nurse. He observed 
at first hand the oppression of his 
people and made a self-willed and 
impulsive effort to deal with the 
problem. The result was that he 
had a “postgraduate’’ course of in¬ 
struction and discipline in the wil¬ 
derness where he spent forty years 
in the school of experience. 

The leaders of God in our day 
need training. Some best receive 
it in schools, in Christian colleges, 
seminaries, and Bible schools true 
to the faith. Others prepare in the 
home, the church, and in the “uni¬ 
versity of hard knocks"—as some¬ 
one has called the school of ex¬ 
perience. Perhaps the best prepara¬ 
tion is a balanced combination of 
the two, school and experience. But 
the important thing is to be prepared 
for God's call. 

II. Spiritually Qualified. 

Moses was a man who knew God. 
Had he been a worldly man he would 
have been but curious of the phe¬ 
nomenon of the burning bush. But 
note how alert and reverent he was 
and how immediately responsive to 
the instructions and the call of God. 

All the training and preparation 
in the world is worse than useless in 
God's service apart from that spirit¬ 
ual qualification that comes from 
true regeneration and dedication to 
him. There is no more pathetic 
sight than a spiritually powerless 
church worker "going through the 
motions” of service for Christ. If 
we are in that condition we may 
be sure that we deceive no one 
but ourselves. Let us seek God in 
confession and in glad acceptance 
of his provision for both our redemp¬ 
tion and our sanctification. 

III. Divinely Called. 

Moses was called (v. 4), ccmmis- 
i sioned (vv.6-10), and clad with di- 
| vine authority (vv. 11-12) for his 
j great task. 

God calls his servants to different 
I responsibilities and in different 
I ways, but the important thing is 
j that we should know that we are 
in his will and that we are answer¬ 
ing his call. 

No man or woman has any right 
to choose full-time Christian service 
simply as a desirable vocation, for 
it is a divine calling. Quite unscrip- 
tural was the attitude of the man 
who said that in a quiet woodland 
nook he had faced life’s realities 
and had decided "to bet his life” 
on the preaching of the gospel.

God looks not so much 
upon the merits of him that re¬ 
quires, as into the manner of him 
that relieves; if the man deserve 
not, thou has given it to humanity.

Put a Helmet On Your House 


To the familiar assurance that 
lightning never strikes twice in the 
same place, the obvious reply 13 that 
it doesn’t need to. One good hit on 
your house or barn, for instance, is 
likely to be enough. It is the part 
of wisdom, then, to avert the one 
bull's eye, or to make sure that it 
will be harmless if it isn't averted. 

Experience has shown that steel- 
roofed buildings are seldom de¬ 
stroyed by lightning, even if the 
roofs are not grounded. If lightning 
hits them, it goes oft dejected and 
limping But grounding is a simple 
matter and furnishes practically 
perfect protection. And of course, 
steel rooting protects, as does no 
other roofing of comparable cost, 
against flying sparks and embers. 

Don't make the mistake of think¬ 
ing that steel roofing comes only in 
the familiar corrugated form, so 
commonly used for barns, other out¬ 
buildings and commercial struc¬ 
tures. It is also made in forms suit¬ 
able for residences. One of its chief 
advantages for house roofing Is the 
ease and economy with which it can 
be painted to harmonize with the 
general color scheme of the building 
and its surroundings. 


much of what it does deliver goes 
to heat the out-of-doors. Or perhaps 
the register or radiator is a bit 
weak but still might ke"p the room 
warm if it had some help. In a 
word, if that cold room were Insu¬ 
lated it might become a warm room 
without any change in its heat 
supply. 



Considering the paramount Im¬ 
portance of the water supply to 
comfort and health, the home owner, 
prospective or actual, should give 
careful consideration to brass pipe 
or copper tubing for both cold and 
hot water lines in his house. They 
are not expensive but can be in¬ 
stalled at only a little more cost 
than that of the best grade of fer¬ 
rous pipe. This is also true of cop¬ 
per alloy storage tanks or boilers— 
which, by the way, are not only 
rust-proof but are also as strong as 
steel. A house in which no trouble 
with the water supply need be 
feared is something that every home 
owner should plan to have 


At any event, it is worth while 
to investigate this possibility be¬ 
fore giving the room up as hope¬ 
less, or going to the cost of alter¬ 
ing the heating system. Perhaps it 
is possible to get rockwool insula¬ 
tion into the outside walls anil 
above the ceiling, if the room is 
on the secoud floor, as it generally 
is. Or maybe rigid insulation boards 
on the inside of the walls anil ceil¬ 
ing would blanket th-» room suffi¬ 
ciently A competent building con¬ 
tractor should be able to determine 
this question. 



But long life at low cost are ad¬ 
vantages of stronger appeal, no 
doubt. There is no roofing of com¬ 
parable cost that, under average at¬ 
mospheric conditions, will last so 
long with a little attention. Of 
course, copper bearing steel is best 
since it resists rust from two to 
two and halt times as long as or¬ 
dinary steel. And you should be 
sure that your steel roofing has a 
rugged coating of zinc. Such steel 
roofing, even without paint, has 
kept bright and free from rust lor 
from 25 to 30 years. If regularly 
painted, it should last indefinitely. 


Maybe It Needs Woolies 

In many an old house there Is a 
a cold room—cold even though it 
has its radiator or register Prob¬ 
ably It Is on the north side of the 
house, although if it has more than 
one or two outside walls it may be 
anywhere And probably this room's 
chilliness is blamed on an inade¬ 
quate supply of heat Other radia¬ 
tors or registers may be doing their 
Job satisfactorily, hut the one in 
thts room is bitterly criljctzed tor 
Us weakness 

But perhaps, the radiator or reg¬ 
ister Is not at fault Perhaps it Is 
being asked to supply far more 
heat than It should because so 


Pipes That Persist 

Comic artists, who like so well to 
have fun with th- common trials of 
the houseowner, have long found 
one of their favorite situations in 
the leaking pipe, whether it be a 
garden hose or a part of the house 
piping But however humorous a 
leaking pipe may seem in a car¬ 
toon. there is nothing tunny about 
it in actuality. The house owner 
who detects water trickling from a 
pipe or boiler, or who is aware of 
those forerunners of leaks rusty 
water and diminished flow .sc**s 
nothing but trouble and expense in 
the situation. 


The Personal Tub Drive 

The goal of the modern home 
seems to be a bathroom for each 
member of the family. It is a goal 
that, attained, should put an end 
to a source of much domestic con¬ 
troversy, however it may cause half 
a dozen bathtub rings to invite the 
housewife’s scrubbing where but 
one did so before 

This urge for more and better 
bathrooms is shared by owners of 
old houses. They are modernizing 
their old bathrooms and puttlDg fn 
new ones where that Is possible. 
And to make it frequently possible 
the manufacturers of bathroom fix¬ 
tures are making them In sizes 
and shapes to enable the house 
owner to take advantage of waste 
or unnecessary space. For instance, 
the ends of many hallways are be^ 
ing converted into bathrooms. Bed¬ 
rooms larger than necessary are 
having bathrooms built into the 
surplus space. Room under stair¬ 
ways is being equipped with at 
least toilets and lavatories, it is 
possible now to install the three 
essential fixtures of a bathroom in 
a space 5 feet by 6 feet. 



He can prevent this for the fu¬ 
ture. or escape it altogether if he 
is building a new house, by putting 
in brass pipe nr copper lulling, and 
a copper alloy storuge tank or 
boiler For copper and brass are 
non-ferrous metals and cannot rust. 
Piping and boilers of these metals 
will assure the house owuer a sup¬ 
ply of pure, clear water at adequate 
pressure—just such a supply as he 
is entitled to get for the money that, 
as a taxpayer, he spends on reser¬ 
voirs, pumping plants, filtration 
plains and aqueducts to help pro¬ 
vide the community with unpolluted 
water in plentiful quantity. 



The bathroom has shared with 
the kitchen a remarkable transfor¬ 
mation in the last decade Design¬ 
ers have striven to produce bath¬ 
room fixtures and fitting that are 
pleasing in form as well as attrac¬ 
tive in color, easy to keep clean, 
und durable, whether metal-plated 
or enameled. The bathroom has be¬ 
come a place of colorful, shining 
beauty, without cracks or corners to 
catch dirt, and flooded with light. 
Nor need the finest effects be pro 
hibitive in cost, for there are wide 
varieties of floor and wall cover¬ 
ings that combine durability with 
the effects of tile or glass, and the 
less expensive fixtures are not 
lacking in grace of design and 
pleaslug color.
